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THE  OPENING  OF  LONDON  BRIDGE 

1831  and  1971

On  Sunday,  10th  October,  the  Lord  Mayor  of  London  and  the  Governor  of 
Arizona  will  officially  open  London  Bridge  at  its  new  site  at  Havasu  City  near  the 
borders  of  Arizona  and  California. 
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One  hundred  and  forty  years  ago,  Benjamin  Wyon,  Chief  Engraver  of  Seals, 
engraved  two  medals  to  commemorate  the  original  opening  of  this  bridge  by 
William  IV  in  1831  with  scenes  reminiscent  of  a  mediaeval  pageant.  Some  unofficial 
medals  were  also  struck,  and  these  coupled  with  the  coins  which  were  found  in  the 
construction  of  the  bridge,  give  the  ceremony  a  special  interest  to  collectors. 

The  Romans  made  a  bridge  across  the  Thames  in  this  vicinity — its  exact  location 
is  still  open  to  doubt — and  this  accounts  for  the  extensive  Roman  material  found  in 
the  river  here. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  19th  century,  it  was  apparent  that  the  old  London  Bridge 
was  no  longer  adequate,  and  in  1821  a  committee  of  distinguished  architects  including 
Robert  Smirke,  John  Nash  and  John  Soane  considered  designs  for  the  new  bridge. 
The  work  was  eventually  given  to  Sir  John  Rennie,  an  engineer  rather  than  an 
architect,  and  successful  designer  of  the  old  Waterloo  and  Southwark  Bridges,  but  he 
died  shortly  after  he  made  the  preliminary  designs,  and  the  work  was  completed  by 
his  son. 

In  July  1823,  the  building  of  the  new  (avoiding  the  temptation  to  write  new- 
mismatic!)  London  Bridge  was  authorised  by  Act  of  Parliament,  the  first  pile  was 
sunk  on  15th  March  1824,  and  the  first  stone  laid  on  15th  June  1825  by  the  Lord 
Mayor  of  London  in  the  presence  of  the  Duke  of  York.  It  took  800  men  7  years 
5  months  and  13  days  to  complete  it  and  40  lost  their  lives. 

At  3  p.m.  on  1st  August  1831,  King  William  IV  and  Queen  Adelaide  embarked 
on  a  barge  at  Somerset  House  and,  in  company  with  14  other  barges  bearing  members 
of  the  Royal  family  and  senior  Army,  Admiralty  and  Treasury  Officers,  were  rowed 
down  the  Thames  to  the  new  bridge.  These  barges  were  not  the  vessels  we  see  on  the 
river  today — they  were  gaily  painted,  decorative,  ceremonial  barges  reserved  for 
state  occasions,  and  with  banners  flying  above  the  colourful  uniforms  of  the  watermen, 
would  have  made  an  impressive  spectacle.  London  Bridge  itself  was  equally  gay. 
An  awning  covered  the  bridge  from  the  North  end  to  the  centre  of  the  second  arch 
where  there  was  a  large  marquee  in  the  form  of  a  military  tent,  and  the  whole  was 
decorated  with  flags  of  many  nations. 

The  King  inspected  the  bridge,  tossing  copies  of  a  small  medal  to  the  crowds 
as  he  went,  and  is  said  to  have  commented  “  ’Tis  very  beautiful.  The  spectacle  is  the 
grandest  and  most  delightful  in  every  respect”.  When  he  reached  Southwark, 
“The  Times”  recorded  that  “Mr.  Green,  the  intrepid  aeronaut,  ascended  in  his 
magnificent  balloon  inflated  from  the  Phoenix  Gas  Works”. 

The  Royal  party  and  other  guests  then  settled  down  to  a  banquet  on  the  bridge 
with  tables  extending  for  500  feet  and  embellished  with  2300  pieces  of  silver.  A  report 
says  that  it  was  difficult  for  the  guests  to  obtain  wine  as  the  bottles  had  all  been 
hidden  in  cupboards  by  the  v/aiters  “who  nearly  all  became  blind  drunk  and  were 
removed  in  dozens  by  the  marshals”.  The  waiters  explained  that  they  were  not 
normally  intemperate  but  in  the  presence  of  the  King  they  felt  it  their  duty  to  drink 
his  toast  frequently ! 

The  following  day  the  bridge  was  open  to  the  public,  and  despite  torrential  rain 
pouring  through  the  awnings,  200,000  passed  over  the  bridge  from  North  to  South ; 
to  their  annoyance  they  were  not  allowed  to  pass  from  South  to  North  and  had  to 
return  by  another  bridge. 

A  number  of  Roman  coins  have  been  found  in  the  river  here — a  bronze  coin  of 
Marcus  Aurelius  in  1756;  in  1824  various  coins  of  periods  from  Augustus  and  Drusus 
to  Severus  Alexander,  and  in  1825  coins  of  Antoninus  Pius.  In  1833  further  coins 
were  found,  of  Victorinus,  but  these  had  been  filed  down  to  make  weights  of  from 
two  to  twelve  grains.  Many  of  the  coins  are  believed  to  have  been  acquired  by 
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Charles  Roach  Smith  who  passed  them  to  the  British  Museum.  In  addition  to  the 
coins,  numerous  statuettes  in  bronze,  lead,  and  marble  were  found. 

The  two  official  medals  struck  for  the  occasion  are  as  follows : 

1. 

Obv.  King’s  head  to  right.  Legend  “William  IV”  (This  appears  to  be  based  on 
Sir  Francis  Chantrey’s  portrait). 

Rev.  View  of  bridge,  its  5  arches  spanning  the  Thames.  Legend  “London  Bridge. 
Commenced  15th  June  1825.  Opened  1st  August  1831”. 

Engraved  by  Benjamin  Wyon.  2.03  ins.  Illustrated. 

2  struck  in  silver.  700  in  bronze,  of  which  56  issued  in  cases,  and  644  in  paper. 

2. 

Obv.  Arms,  crest,  and  motto  of  City  of  London. 

Rev.  Bridge  House  Estates  Mark  within  an  oak  wreath.  Legend  “London  Bridge 
commenced  15  June  1825.  Opened  1  August  1831”. 

Engraved  by  Benjamin  Wyon.  1.06  ins. 

1960  struck  in  white  metal.  This  medal  was  probably  that  thrown  to  the 
crowds  lining  the  bridge  by  William  IV. 

The  City  of  London  Museum  also  has  two  unofficial  medals  approximately 
one  inch  in  diameter  struck  in  brass : 

1. 

Obv.  View  of  bridge.  Legend  “Length  928  feet  width  36  feet.  Carriage  way  36  feet. 
Waterway  692  feet.  Centre  arch  152  feet.  Side  arches  140  feet.  Extreme 
130  feet.  Height  534  feet”. 

Rev.  “New  London  Bridge.  The  first  stone  was  laid  by  the  Rt.  Hon.  The  Lord 
Mayor,  John  Garratt  Esq.  on  15  June  1825,  and  the  bridge  open’d  by  their 
Majesties  on  1st  August  1831.  Cost  .  .  .  (Not  fully  legible  but  appears  to  be 
£ 506,000 ”. 

2. 

Obv.  View  of  bridge  and  St.  Paul’s  Cathedral.  Legend  “Carriage  way  334  feet. 
Length  of  bridge  782  feet.  Centre  arch  150  feet.  Side  140  feet”. 

Rev.  “The  first  stone  of  the  new  London  Bridge  was  laid  by  John  Garratt  Esq., 
on  14th  March  1824  and  open’d  by  their  Majesties  August  1st  1831”. 

There  is  no  engraver’s  name  on  the  two  unofficial  medals  and  they  are  of  poor 
quality.  Their  legends  appear  inaccurate;  the  official  length  of  the  centre  arch  is 
152  feet  and  the  carriage  way  was  36  feet  with  9  foot  footwrays  on  either  side.  The  cost 
was  £650,000.  It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  the  four  corner  stones  of  the  bridge 
each  weighed  25  tons  and  at  the  time  were  the  largest  single  blocks  of  granite  quarried. 

The  City  of  London  also  has  a  uniface  disc  of  thin  metal  about  3  inches  across 
embossed  “Presented  by  the  Corporation  of  London  in  commemoration  of  his 
laying  the  first  stone  of  the  new  London  Bridge  15th  June  1825”,  and  presumably 
this  was  a  design  for  a  presentation  to  the  Lord  Mayor,  John  Garratt. 

I  have  a  bronze  medal  engraved  by  William  Wyon  of  Richard  Lambert  Jones 
who  was  Chairman  of  the  London  Bridge  Committee,  and  although  this  is  dated 
1849  it  is  a  link  with  the  bridge  at  Havasu  City.  William  Wyon  is  also  said  to  have 
engraved  a  medal  dated  1825  commemorating  the  laying  of  the  first  stone  of  London 
Bridge,  and  he,  jointly  with  his  cousin  Thomas  Wyon,  engraved  a  medal  dated  1817 
commemorating  the  opening  of  Waterloo  Bridge,  but  I  have  not  seen  either  of  these. 
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IN  PRAISE  OF  PIERCED  COINS

Coins  legitimately  pierced  for  some  recognised  ceremonial,  commercial  or 
economic  purpose — such  as  touch  pieces,  hammered  silver  struck  through  the  centre 
by  statutory  authority  during  the  Great  Recoinage,  and  Australian  “holey  dollars”— 
acquire  by  virtue  of  the  very  holes  that  deface  them  an  added  value  and  historic  aura. 
Not  so  those  coins  that  have  been  clandestinely  mutilated  in  similar  manner.  “Oh! 
Beastly  Silly  Wheeze  of  a  hole!”  fumed  Mr.  Polly — and  the  majority  of  numis¬ 
matists  would  echo  his  sentiments.  What  monumental  injustice! 

Is  it  not  a  most  ingenious  Gilbertian  paradox  that  the  value  of  a  coin  should  be 
enhanced  by  an  “official”  piercing,  yet  decried  in  consequence  of  an  unauthorised 
perforation  ?  A  hole’s  a  hole  for  a’  that,  as  Robert  Burns  might  have  remarked,  and 
one  is  prompted  to  ask  (to  misquote  the  Bard)  the  not  altogether  rhetorical  question : 
“What’s  in  a  hole  ?”. 

In  its  final  analysis,  the  serious  answer  to  this  apparently  flippant  question  lies 
in  the  purpose  for  which  the  hole  was  made.  It  is  the  quality  of  the  hole  that  counts. 
The  better  the  hole,  the  better  the  coin,  and  an  official  hole,  in  the  best  numismatic 
circles,  is  generally  regarded  as  being  a  better  hole  than  an  unofficial  one. 

The  truth  of  this  proposition  is  suspect,  to  say  the  least.  Given  that  my  premises 
are  valid,  it  follows  that  circumstances  may  well  exist  in  which  a  privately  holed  coin 
should  be  treated  with  a  reverence  and  respect  at  least  equivalent  to  that  normally 
accorded  to  an  officially  pierced  coin. — That  counterfeit  shovelboard,  for  example, 
that  Charles  II  merrily  nailed  to  Saint  Edward’s  Chair  when  Nell  Gwynn  tried  to 
slip  it  into  the  collecting  box  at  Westminster  Abbey.  (You  haven’t  heard  about  it  ? 
I’m  not  surprised). 

Discounting  sheer  inexcusable  vandalism,  the  spade  guinea  dangling  from 
grandfather’s  watch  chain,  and  the  sprinkling  of  Victorian  joeys  and  threepenny 
dodgers  tinkling  in  dissonant  cacophony  against  the  diversity  of  gewgaws  on  mother’s 
charm  bracelet,  there  are  many  privately  pierced  coins  that  conceal  a  hidden  history 
and  latent  fascination  not  frequently  appreciated  by  collectors. 

The  very  word  “sequin”,  for  example — that  tiny  object  of  feminine  (and  some¬ 
times,  alas,  masculine)  adornment  appearing  in  myriad  encrustation  on  many  a 
glamorous  evening  gown  and  theatrical  costume — is  derived  from  the  gold  sequin 
of  Venice,  first  introduced  into  the  Serene  Republic  as  the  ducat  by  the  Maggior 
Consiglio  under  Doge  Giovanni  Dandolo  in  1284.  The  ducat  having  later  been 
renamed  “zecchino”  (from  the  Italian  word  “zecca”,  a  mint),  its  name  became 
ultimately  transformed  into  “sequin”  by  the  French. 

From  the  fifteenth  century  onwards  trade  between  Europe  and  India  produced 
a  steady  flow  of  European  gold  into  the  latter  sub-continent,  of  which  the  gold  coins 
of  Venice  were  perhaps  the  earliest  and  most  important.  Both  Venetian  and  Genoese 
ducats  were  found  to  be  in  circulation  in  India  by  Vasco  da  Gama  in  1498.  Sequins 
were  much  sought  after  there  as  articles  of  jewellery,  being  also  prized  as  religious 
medallions  and  used  as  temple  offerings.  Vast  numbers  of  them  were  pierced  and 
O.  Codrington,  writing  in  1882:  (“On  a  Hoard  of  Coins  found  at  Broach”),  relates 
that  at  Bombay  “the  sequin  still  holds  its  own  as  the  favourite  coin  for  ornaments  in 
this  part  of  India”.  “A  fine  old  one”,  he  continues,  “is  much  valued  by  the  natives, 
and  a  greater  proportion  of  the  women,  coolies  and  others  one  sees  in  the  streets  of 
Bombay,  have  one  or  more  rudely  made  and  usually  very  thin  imitations  hung  round 
the  neck”. 

The  use  of  money  as  jewellery  dates  back  to  Old  Testament  times,  for  we  are 
told  in  Genesis  24.22  (King  James  version)  that:  “It  came  to  pass,  as  the  camels 
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had  done  drinking,  that  the  man  took  a  golden  earring  of  half-a-shekel  weight,  and 
two  bracelets  for  her  hands  of  ten  shekels  weight  of  gold”,  and  gave  them  to  Rebekah. 
Although  not  in  the  form  of  coined  specie,  it  is  to  be  noticed  that  the  trinkets  were 
made  of  a  convenient  weight  of  gold  in  order  that  they  might  be  used  either  as 
ornaments  or  money. 

Pilgrims  to  the  Holy  Land,  again,  in  mediaeval  times  acquired  coins  on  their 
travels  and  were  wont  to  preserve  them  as  talismans.  What  more  appropriate  for  this 
purpose  than  coins  bearing  the  figure  of  Christ,  the  Virgin  Mary  or  a  Christian  saint  ? 
Such  were  the  coins  of  Byzantium,  Venice  and  their  imitations,  and  it  is  interesting 
to  speculate  that  a  holed  Venetian  grosso  of  Francesco  Foscari  (1423-47)  in  the  author’s 
collection  may  once  have  hung  about  the  neck  of  a  pious  mediaeval  pilgrim. 

Another  pierced  coin  owned  by  the  writer  includes  a  Charles  I  silver  penny. 
Cavaliers  during  the  Great  Rebellion  fastened  badges  to  their  hats  and  clothing 
bearing  a  portrait  of  the  king,  thus  proclaiming  their  support  of  his  cause.  Is  it 
unreasonable  to  surmise  that  his  humbler  supporters  may  have  followed  suit  by 
wearing  holed  coins  on  their  apparel  ? 

The  author  recollects  once  owning  an  Elizabethan  sixpence  holed  for  suspension 
and  engraved  “Albert”,  the  name  being  followed  by  a  soldier’s  number.  This  was 
a  love  token,  of  which  the  writer  now  has  many.  One  of  these  has  been  rubbed  smooth, 
holed  and  engraved : 

Obv.  “Peter  Hart  aged  22,  1833.  Transported  for  7  years  August  7,  1833. 

Rev.  “When  this  you  see  Remember  me 
And  bear  me  in  your  mind 
Let  all  the  world  say  what  they  will 
Don’t  prove  to  me  unkind”. 

A  more  recent  specimen  is  an  Edward  VII  sixpence,  holed  for  suspension  and 
engraved  “Eva”. 

The  custom  of  giving  and  receiving  coins  as  love  tokens  dates  back  to  the 
Renaissance  and  probably  beyond,  Sir  Edward  Howard  having  in  1512  bequeathed 
in  his  Will:  “my  rope  of  bowed  nobles  .  .  .  containing  CCC  angels”. 

The  coins  were  usually  bent,  bowed,  engraved  or  nicked  in  order  to  prevent  their 
being  spent,  and — as  we  have  seen — they  were  also  frequently  pierced.  Sometimes 
a  coin  was  cut  in  two,  one  half  being  given  to  the  beloved  and  the  other  half  being 
retained  by  the  giver  as  a  talisman.  It  was  not  unusual  for  a  sailor  to  pierce  his  own 
moiety  and  to  wear  it  as  a  single  earring. 

The  fascination  of  holed  coins  is  unbounded,  and  one  marvels  that  the  subject 
seems  hitherto  to  have  been  wholly  neglected. 

VARIETIES  IN  THE  LIMA  MINT  COINS  OF  ECUADOR 

1889  to  1915

Four  denominations  of  Ecuadorean  coins  were  minted  at  Lima:  half  decimo, 
decimo,  two  decimos  and  Sucre.  Although  the  issue  commenced  in  1884,  the  earlier 
coins  were  minted  at  Birmingham  and  Santiago  de  Chile,  the  first  to  be  minted  at 
Lima  being  the  two  decimos  of  1889.  The  Sucre  was  first  minted  at  Lima  in  1890, 
the  decimo  in  1892,  and  the  half  decimo  in  1893.  Although  there  are  numerous  minor 
die  variations,  the  significant  differences  lie  in  the  date,  the  assayers’  initials,  and  the 
engraver’s  initials.  The  date  and  the  assayers’  initials  can  be  plain  or  overstruck,  and 
the  engraver’s  initials  can  be  present  or  absent. 
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Overstruck  dates  occur  in  the  half  decimo,  where  1894  is  sometimes  overstruck 
on  1893  and  1899  is  sometimes  overstruck  on  1897,  in  the  decimo,  where  1899  is 
sometimes  overstruck  on  1894,  and  in  the  two  decimos,  where  1891  to  1896  inclusive 
are  overstruck  on  1889.  All  dates  of  2  decimos  from  1889  to  1896  seem  to  be  from  the 
same  master,  judging  from  the  fact  that  the  d  in  Ecuador  always  has  a  slight  pro¬ 
jection  beyond  the  base  of  the  vertical  stroke  whereas  the  D  in  del  is  normal.  Although 
on  some  dies,  particularly  of  1892  and  1893,  the  overstriking  of  the  date  is  less 
apparent  than  on  others,  microscopic  examination  of  best  quality  specimens  suggests 
that  in  all  cases  overstriking  has  taken  place. 

The  assayers’  initials  were  t.f.  until  1896,  f.  on  some  Sucres  of  1896,  j.f.  from 
1897  to  1905,  and  f.g.  from  1912  to  1915.  Overstriking  of  j.f.  on  t.f.  occurs  on 
decimos  of  1899  and  1899/4  and  some  of  1900  and  1902. 

Engraver’s  initials  are  absent  on  the  two  decimos  of  1889  to  1896  but  appear  from 
1912  to  1915  as  the  letter  R  in  relief  in  the  field  below  the  scroll  of  the  flags  on  the 
reverse.  On  the  Sucre  they  appear  as  the  letters  jr  in  relief  on  the  right-hand  scroll 
throughout.  On  the  decimo  the  letters  jr  are  incuse  one  on  each  scroll  from  1892  to 
1899,  and  on  1900  and  1902  with  the  assayers’  initials  overstruck,  1905  and  1912. 
They  are  absent  on  1900  and  1902  with  the  assayers’  initials  plain  and  on  1902.  On 
the  half  decimo  the  letters  jr  are  in  relief,  one  on  each  scroll,  throughout  the  issue. 

A  full  listing  of  the  Lima  coins  of  Ecuador  on  this  basis,  indicating  date,  assayers’ 
initials  and  engraver’s  initials,  runs :

BRUCE,  Frank  H.  Grant — ;  BDM — 

Not  yet  traced;  occurs  as  signature  on  the  following  check  reported  by  Mr  Rex  Mitchell, 
Taunton: 

Obv.  “Old  Crystal  Palace”  around  upper  two-thirds  of  rim;  “Smethwick”  across  flan, 
below;  all  in  bold  sanserif;  ornament  at  foot;  coarse-beaded  outer  circle.  Centre: 
incuse  signature  “Frank  H.  Bruce  /  maker  /  Smethwick”  in  tiny  letters,  the  outer 
lines  curved  to  enclose  the  inner. 

Rev.  “3d”  enclosed  by  broad  laurel  sprays  and  fine-beaded  outer  circle.  Neat  “L” 
incuse ,  positioned  between  tips  of  sprays  and  above  flat  top  of  the  numeral. 

The  named  establishment  was  at  70  Cranford  Street,  Smethwick,  and  its  inclusion  in  public 
house  lists  dates  back  to  1871  although,  as  frequently  happened,  it  was  running  as  a  beerhouse 
before  its  name  was  listed.  No  proprietor  of  surname  beginning  “L”  has  yet  been  traced,  if 
indeed  this  is  the  letter’s  significance. 

Smethwick,  (then  a  borough)  in  Staffordshire,  underwent  (in  19th  century  directories) 
merging  by  1887  of  its  directory  information  with  that  of  Birmingham,  with  resulting  seemingly 
improved  chance  of  tracing  individual  trademen,  such  as  Bruce.  In  the  20th  century,  Smethwick 
became  a  County  Borough  in  1907.  But  in  1966  (under  the  West  Midlands  Order  1965)  it 
and  another  Staffordshire  town  Rowley  Regis  were  combined  with  the  town  of  Oldbury 
(Worcs.)  to  form  a  new  unit  (taking  its  name  from  a  district  that  had  become  part  of  Oldbury) 
— the  County  Borough  of  Warley,  Worcestershire.  The  county  boundaries  were  adjusted  to 
suit.

This  entry  has  doubtful  qualifications  for  inclusion  in  the  Dictionary ,  resting  on  a  single 
disc,  an  imitation  spade  guinea  (no.  5  in  the  Catalogue  of  that  series,  BNJ  xxxii  1963,  pp.  179 
&  197)  sharing  a  Charles  Peverelle  ( Bulletin  1960,  p.  231)  obv.  of  George  III  head  and  titles. 
The  rev.,  showing  as  usual  a  crowned  spade-shaped  shield,  has  an  inscription  imitating  those 
of  Peverelle  including  the  choice  of  date  (within  the  date-range  of  the  real  guineas) : 
“g.e.o.r.g.e.d.a.v.i.s.m.a.k.e.r.b.i.r.m.i.n.g.h.a.m  /  .  1788  .  ” 


(Reported  from  specimen  in  the  Heberden  Coin  Room,  Ashmolean  Museum,  Oxford.) 
The  most  plausible  identification  of  George  Davis,  the  purported  maker  of  this  disc,  out 
of  several  persons  so  named  operating  businesses  in  Birmingham,  was  a  jeweller;  even  then, 
it  is  not  clear  whether  more  than  one  jeweller  bore  the  name — two  or  more  may  have  become 
confused  in  the  tabling  below: 

1857-62  2  Vittoria  Street,  Graham  Street; 

1863-69(-70)  82+  Vyse  Street,  Great  Hampton  Street; 

(1870-)71-98  7+  Warstone  Lane; 

1899-191 1(-14)  7  Warstone  Lane. 

There  is  also  listing  at  7  Augusta  Street  around  1875,  and  at  58  Frederick  Street  in  1892-3. 


DEAN,  Thomas  ( Bulletin  1970,  p.  42) 

Search  of  intervening'directories  has  revealed  only  sporadic  listings  of  him  (1858-)59  at  the 
first  and  1863  at  the  second  address  reported.  In  Kenion  Street  the  street  number  fluctuated: 
61  in  1867-71,  62^  in  1872,  64  in  1874,  62  in  1876,  and  56  (back  of)  in  his  final  phase  1878-84. 

The  address  56y  Constitution  Hill  (corresponding  to  no.  56  shown  on  the  sole  reported 
check),  with  trade  as  carpenter,  shows  up  for  1875  only  and  continues  to  be  completely  anoma¬ 
lous.

BATTLE  OF  BELMONT 

By  Lt.-Col.  N.  W.  Poulsom 
Army  Order  No.  94  of  April  1901 

“A  clasp  inscribed  ‘Belmont’  will  be  granted  to  all  troops  under  Lieutenant 
General  Lord  Methven’s  command  who  were  north  of  Witteputs  (exclusive), 
on  November  23,  1899”. 

Preliminaries 

On  the  10th  November  1899  the  Commander-in-Chief  General  Redvers  Buffer 
issued  an  order  to  Lord  Alethven  stating  that  he  wished  him  to  march  from  the 
Orange  River  to  the  Modder  River,  communicate  with  Kimberley,  and  to  hold  the 
line  De  Aar,  Modder  River. 

Prior  to  Lord  Methven’s  arrival  at  Orange  River  station  a  certain  amount  of 
preliminary  reconnaisance  had  been  carried  out  by  the  troops  in  the  area.  On  the 
6th  November  1899  and  the  9th  November  1899  reconnaisance  by  the  9th  Lancers 
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and  Mounted  Infantry  did  not  disclose  the  presence  of  any  Boers  although  there 
were  signs  that  they  had  been  in  the  area.  This  same  reconnaisance  party  having 
fallen  back  on  the  night  of  the  9th  November  to  Witteputs  set  out  on  the  morning 
of  the  10th  November  1899  in  a  north  easterly  direction  and  encountered  a  large 
party  of  Boers  a  few  miles  to  the  east  of  Belmont.  A  skirmish  ensued  in  which  a  few 
British  casualties  occurred.  These  and  subsequent  reconnaisances  showed  that  there 
was  a  force  of  Boers  centred  around  the  area  of  Belmont;  the  Boers  being  fully 
aware  of  Lord  Methven’s  preparations  for  an  advance  to  Kimberley  had  prepared 
defensive  positions  along  the  railway  at  Belmont. 

The  Advance 

On  the  morning  of  the  21st  November  1899  the  1st  Division  under  command 
of  Lieutenant  General  Lord  Methven  advanced  from  the  northern  bank  of  the 
Orange  River,  following  the  railway  line,  halting  later  in  the  morning  at  Finchams 
Farm,  near  Witteputs,  twelve  miles  north  of  the  Orange  River.  A  reconnaisance  by 
the  5th  Lancers  and  Mounted  Infantry  found  the  Boers  in  some  strength  in  the  hills 
to  the  east  of  Belmont. 

On  the  morning  of  the  22nd  November  1899,  Mounted  Infantry  occupied 
Thomas  Farm  and  established  a  chain  of  posts  facing  Belmont  and  the  hills  to  the 
east.  Lord  Methven  then  personally  reconnoitred  the  position  from  Thomas  Farm 
and  having  decided  on  his  plan  of  attack  for  the  23rd  November  1899,  left  the 
Mounted  Infantry  to  hold  their  position  and  to  protect  a  party  of  Royal  Engineers 
who  were  to  repair  the  railway.  During  the  day  the  Boers  carried  out  spasmodic 
harassing  rifle  fire  on  the  position  and  brought  gun  fire  to  bear  on  the  7th  Field 
Company  R.E.,  who  were  near  Thomas  Farm  arranging  water  supplies.  To  counteract 
the  Boers’  gun  fire  the  18th  and  75th  Batteries  R.A.  were  brought  forward  from 
Witteputs. 

On  the  late  afternoon  of  the  22nd  November  1899,  the  remainder  of  1st  Division 
moved  forward  from  Witteputs  and  camped  at  Thomas  Farm. 

The  Battle 

At  2  a.m.  on  the  23rd  November  1899,  the  1st  Division  took  up  its  position  for 
the  attack.  The  positions  being  9th  Brigade  to  assault  the  western  face  of  what  was 
called  ‘Table  Mountain’  and  the  Guards  Brigade  to  attack  the  feature  named 
‘Gun  Hill’.  When  the  9th  Brigade  had  driven  the  Boers  from  ‘Table  Mountain’ 
they  were  to  attack  from  the  north  another  feature  named  ‘Mont  Blanc’  whilst 
supported  by  fire  from  the  Guards  Brigade  from  ‘Gun  Hill’.  The  75th  Battery  R.A. 
were  positioned  on  the  left  and  the  Naval  Guns  and  the  18th  Battery  R.A.  were 
positioned  on  the  right  and  were  given  the  task  of  assisting  the  Infantry  by  bringing 
gun  fire  to  bear  on  the  heights.  Two  Squadrons  of  the  9th  Lancers  and  one  and  half 
companies  of  Mounted  Infantry  were  placed  on  the  left  flank  of  the  9th  Brigade; 
one  Squadron  of  the  9th  Lancers,  a  Company  of  Mounted  Infantry  and  Rem- 
mington’s  Guides  were  placed  on  the  right  flank  of  the  Guards  Brigade.  These 
mounted  troops  were  to  guard  the  flanks  and  prevent  the  escape  of  the  Boers. 

The  attack  on  ‘Gun  Hill’  by  the  Guards  Brigade  was  carried  out  by  the  1st  Bn. 
Scots  Guards  and  3rd  Bn.  Grenadier  Guards  with  the  1st  Bn.  and  2nd  Bn.  Cold¬ 
stream  Guards  in  reserve.  The  attack  on  ‘Table  Mountain’  being  carried  out  by  the 
Northamptonshire  Regt.  on  the  right  and  the  Northumberland  Fusiliers  on  the  left, 
the  King’s  Own  Yorkshire  Light  Infantry  being  in  reserve  followed  by  two  companies 
of  the  Royal  Munster  Fusiliers.  The  half  Battalion  of  the  Loyal  North  Lancashire 
Regt.  being  left  at  Witteputs  as  baggage  guard.  During  the  advances  on  ‘Table 
Mountain’  The  King’s  Own  Yorkshire  Light  Infantry  were  brought  into  action 
when  the  Northumberland  Fusiliers  were  held  up. 
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Due  to  the  course  that  the  battle  on  ‘Gun  Hill’  took  Lord  Methven  had  to  alter 
his  plan  to  attack  ‘Mont  Blanc’  from  the  north  and  reinforced  the  Bns.  of  the 
Coldstream  Guards  who  by  this  time  had  been  brought  out  of  reserve  and  were 
attacking  the  main  ridge.  This  attack  also  brought  in  the  Munster  Fusiliers  into  the 
battle. 

Against  this  relentless  pressure  the  Boers,  slowly  but  gallantly  gave  way  and 
mounting  their  ponies  disappeared  amongst  the  kopjes.  Neither  the  guns  nor  the 
cavalry  were  able  to  harass  the  Boers  in  their  escape. 

By  10  a.m.  on  the  23rd  November  1899,  the  action  was  over  with  a  loss  to  the 
British  of  3  Officers  and  51  N.C.O.’s  and  men  killed;  23  Officers  and  220  N.C.O.’s 
and  men  wounded.
